tem cannot be sustained»beyond a certain 
normal period unnourished. : The Minnesota 
doctor may exceed the normal limit even 
to an extent that will astonish ‘the regular 
Faculty,’ without in the least impairing the 
authority of scientific opinion on the gen- 
eral subject. Should he succeed in existing 
without food twenty, thirty, or even forty 
days, it will not prove that inmanity in gen- 
eral has any such vital’ tenacity, or add one 
item, except a curious anomaly, .to the stock 
.of scientific knowledge. It cannot be pre- 
tended that it is worth whilé to go through 
‘#0 much to accomplish so little, but as Dr, 
Tanner is obstinately determined on this 
self-infliction, he may perhaps be regarded 
as a legitimate object of curiosity. és

THE FRENCH NATIONAL FRTE. . 

The whole-hearted enthusiasm with which 
the,populace everywhere joined in the cere- 
monies, of the French ; national  féte on 
Wednesday is a gratifying evidence of their 
unshaken devotion to..the Republic. In 
reality, the féte was a kind - informal plé- 


bisoite in which the people‘ registered their’ 


approval of the present aims and policy of 
the Government and their full trust in it for 
the future. No untoward incident marred the 
harmony of the day. The evening spectacle 
was one of almost' unparalleled splendor. 
Miles of brilliant gas-jets arranged in strik- 
ing and suggestive ) patterns, innumerable 
electric lights, festoons of gay lanterns, and 
wonderful displays of. fire-works in every 
quarter of the city.made up a scene which 
will not soon be forgotten. These delights 
of the eye, following a day made memora- 
ble by .the unveiling of a statue of 
the Republic, a grand review of the 
Army, and the ¢ distribution ¢ of + flags 
to the various regiments fgave'a_ peo-s 
ple . proverbially fond of pageéantries 
and shows a long holiday, crowded - with 
novel sights and events. The. heartiness of 
their co-operation in the féte was evident in 
the very general illumination and decora- 
tion of private houses, and‘in their presence 
and patriotic applause at all the great cen- 

tres of illumination in the evening. The 
ona = of ald royalists .and ” the 
gloomy § appeatan appearan of their houses 
in » the ' wera et mg Paris 
were hardly «noticed: The day was 
too ‘full of joy and exultation for anybody 
to be troubled by the sullen behavior of un- 
sympathizing factions.

have and do his own way, so long as he does 
not offend the like equal right of every other; 
lastly, that..we are to help him and to claim 
help from him, reasonably... It is not fulfilling 
this idea when we enslave him, or when, as the 
candid Israelite said, “‘ We cheats one an- 
other and calls it- business ;” or when we march 
over the bodies of those who fall by the way, 
as thearmy-worm marches; or when we gen- 
erally run personal liberty into lawlessness. 
As people become packed in cities, the neigh- 
borly idea of the. country disappears. The in- 
junction to bes neighborly and ‘run. in’’ is 


- mot heard. . The doctor’s carriage, often seen, 


tells us that there is sickness next door, and 
the undertaker’s wagon has its grisly informa- 
tion; beyond this, unless female curiosity in- 
dulges.in a study through the shutters of the 
callgat the area gate, the people next door 
might as well bein the next county. In the 
village, everybody knows not only every other 
human being, but every horse and every dog; 
relationships, habits, belongings, 


and all else, are’common property, In the : 


large city, wherever.the ‘city lot’? is known, 
comes isolation; it is but a thin brick wall, and 
yet its separation is complete. No desert is 
lonelier than a throng of strangers, and moun- 
tains do not offer so good a hiding-place as that 
of the solitude of* a crowded ‘city. Human 
streams pour along: Broadway, over the fér- 
ries, and outward-by every conveyance; each 
atom knows his lodging, and has his own 
chapter of life history ; to each yesterday was 
something, and to-morrow has its promises 
and cares; but to each all the rest are mere 
drops in the tide with witich he moves. 

It would be incorrect to rate this as peculiar 
selfishness. Human nature is not worse in 
city than in country. Easy come, easy go, as 
respects money, and no class of men find giv- 
ing so hard asdo those who wrest accumulation 
from the soil, drop by drop. . The city’s benev- 
olence is large and spontaneous, both relative- 
ly ' and absolutely ; its :demands and its re- 
sponses are unceasing, and locality has little to 
do with either. Suffering from hunger and 
nakedness, when occurring, is not because 
food and clothing are not. sufficient, or because 
the kindly disposition is lacking, but because 
the case is not made known. The Samaritan 
is always passing by, but he. passes on the 
other side through ignorance of the need. 

It is not there that neighborliness fails in the 
city, -We recognize passably, in the city, that 
everybody in real distress has a claim for hu- 
manity’s sake ; but in respect to the human in-

Summer gardens; an 
unusual street incident. blocks’ the thorough- 
fare.for a .mile, and..the urban parks 
are populous # ever with’ a lounging 
multitude. All of ‘the incoming railway 
trains are full; and if the outgoing steam-ships. 
ard. loaded. with passengers of dlegant leisure, 
those which come in are overcrowded with men 
and women who have permanently left the Old 
World for the New. These fall, like great 
dropsin a lake; into our little sea: of humanity, 
make a feeble-ripple as they fall, and straight- 
way diffuse throughout the restless, shifting 
population of the Republic. The vast numbers 
of people whose poverty or. business engage- 
ments keep them at home » seem « multi- 
plied by their being s0.much out of doors, 
Dwellers in .tenement-houses sleep on: roofs, 
sidewalks, and cellar-doors. During ‘the idle 
hours ofthe day they'swelter oni the lew sunny | 
side of the street. « The butcher, the baker, the 
ioeman, and the loud-whoopmmg ‘milkman, all 
stay in town.
